Swanson also stated that for years Madsen has been employed as a hunting 
guide in the vicinity of Kodiak, A-laska and made available a ”Report on Game 
Conditions on the Alaskan Peninsula” vrritten by Madsen in 1916. 

Swanson also made available a complaint received from dc H» Lemmons, 
President, Salad Master Sales, Inc., Dallas, Texas by the U.S, Pish & 
Wildfife Service stating that 56c±' ISadseh v/as overbearing and authoritative 
when conducting hunting parties aboard his vessels. Lemmons wrote the U.S. 
Pish & Wildlife Service that immediately prior to his letter of complaint, 
Lemmons had paid Mhdsen $4,000.00 for a hunting trip* An investig?ition 
conducted by the U.S. ish & Wildlife Officers into Madsen's co nduct on 
his trip with Lemmons exonerated Madsen from any 
Loiamons was on the verge of a nervous break dovm*

Swanson also made a available a complaint regarding l&dsen received 
from Ira J* Wiley, Dayton, Ohio which set forth that Vfiley contracted to 
go on a hunting trip with Madsen from April 10 to April 23-, 1949 and 
deposited §500^00 with Madsen* Wiley then cancelled his trip and 
Madsen refused to return the $500*00 but offered to 

apply the $500.00 to a hunting trip at a time more sutiable for Wiley, 

An investigation by the TJ.S, Pish 3: Wildlife Officers at Kodiak, -Alaska 
disclosed that Madsen refused to return Yfi ley’s deposit -only after it 
became impossible for ISadsen to fill, the hunting period prev ously 
contracted for by V^iley*
